Tells of Mixing Drinks. 

Stockell told_of mixing one of his 
famous drinks, the Clover Club cock- 
tail, at the Planters Hotel, Feb. 8, 1910, 
when he had as guests at a dinner there 
Mr. and Mrs. Pickel, Miss Marte Horne 
of Keokuk, Io.; Edwin J. Milliken and 
Thomas H. Bramhall, both of New 
York, 

“Mrs. Pickel arrivel at the dinner 
late,’’ testified Stockell. ‘‘Pickel was 
angry and said nasty things to her when 
she came into the dining room. I served 
Clover Club cocktains for the party, 
but I can’t remember whether all drank 
them. 

“The men at the dinner were informed 
that there was to be an actress’ ball 
in St. Louis that night and decided 
to go to it. It was arranged that Mil- 
liken and I should take Mrs. Pickel and 
Miss Horne home. Then Pickel was 
to telephone his wife that he couldn’t 
get home and I was to meet him and 
go to the bal] with him. 

Says Pickel Was Jealous. 

“After I got home with Mrs. Pickel 
she became hysterical. When Pickel 
called up I.told him to come home as 
He was very angry.’”’ 

Pickel in his petition alleged that he 
called up his wife and when a man’s 
voice answered he hurried home. 

“When the Pickels were my guests in 
New York in 1909, Mrs. Pickel was the 
life of the party,’’ Stockell testified. ‘I 
couldn’t see why Pickel scolded and cor- 
rected her so much. He put a wrong 
construction on everything she did, he 
was so jealous. One evening the men 
of the party, including Pickel, started 
out to see the sights of New York. One 
of the men broke his gold-headed um- 
brella and left the party, saying he was 
going to get the umbrella fixed. Pickel 
said: ‘I’ll bet he’s going back to see my 
wife.’ ”’

Pickel alleged in his petition that Mrs. 
Pickel accepted attentions from men 
and permitted them to fan her.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb.

The sessions are expected to be short 
and a committee will be appointed to 
determine when the two bodies shall 
meet and where until a building 
erected to take the place of the capitol 
which was burned last night. - 

At the conference of State officials at 
the Governor’s mansion this morning, a 
decision was reached that the offices of 
Governor, Secretary of State, Auditor 


and Treasurer should be moved into the 
old Supreme Court building in Capital 
Park. Minor offices which have occii- 
pied the building will be moved, several 
into a suite, and several officials will 
seek quarters in office buildings about 
town. 

It is planned te build a vault in the 
old Supreme Court building to keep 
such records as were saved from the 
fire.

Criticizes the Firemen, 

The Governor criticised the firemen 
this morning and declared they were 
afraid to enter a portion of the build- 
ing to fight the fire, when they could 
have prevented it from spreading into 
other parts of the building. 

The Governor and Frederick H. Bin- 
der, a Jefferson City capitalist, were 
standing in the corridor of the capitol 
last night watching the flames spread, 
when the Governor called to several 


firemen to take a line of hose forward. 


The men declared that the walls would 
fall on them. 

The Governor grasped the nozzle from 
the hands of the firemen, and, assisted 
by Binder, carried it forward and 
trained it on the flames. The firemen 
then followed and the fire was prevent- 
ed from spreading to the offices of the 
Governor and the Secretary of State. 

Early during the fire the Governor 


stationed two policemen at the corner 
of the building at which is located the 


vault of the State Treasurer. 


Favors Jefferson City. 

The Governor today announced him- 
self opposed to any movement to take 
the Legislature away from Jefferson 
City: 

“T am of the opinion that the Legis- 
lature could by a joint and concurrent 
resolution legally agree to meet in some 
other place than Jefferson City,’’ said 
the Governor, “but I do not believe 
such a course is advisable. 

“‘Wherever it might agree to meet 
temporary quarters would have to be 
provided, and that might as well be 
done in Jefferson City as any other 
place. 


“I shall try to arrange with the Fed- 
eral Government to permit the State to 
use the second floor of the Federal 
Building. The Senate can meet there. 
Undoubtedly arrangements can be made 
for the House to meet in the County 
Courthouse. Offices could be arranged, 
clerical-in office buildings about town 
and we can get along all right. 


“I am not in favor of moving the 
capitol from Jefferson City. The State 
has too many holdings here to move the 
capitol, and it is not advisable to move 
one part of the State machinery with- 
out moving another. I will recommend 
to the Législature that it appropriate 
money to put a roof over the remain- 
ing walls of the capitol and arrange it 
to serve as a capitol until a new capi- 
tol is erected. Of course, this recom- 
mendation will be contingent upon the 
advice of architects as to the safety of 
the walis. 

Would Rebuild Capitol. 

“The Legislature is empowered to ap- 
propriate money to the amount of $250,- 
000, and it seems to me that the old 
capitol can be put into shape for that 
amount of money. 

“If the Legislature will pass a resolu-

Jefferson City citizens are holding in- 
dignation meetings today as a result of 
suggestions that the capital be moved 
from Jefferson City, and that the Legis- 
lature adjourn to some ather city. 


At a meeting of the Commercial Club 
this morning resolutions were adopted 
pledging the city to furnish temporary 
quarters which would meet the demands 
of the members and State officers, and 
which would equal in comfort tempo- 
rary quarters which could be obtained 
elsewhere. 

Gov. Hadley has received telegrams to- 
day from all the larger cities and towns 
in the State offering to provide quarters 
for the Legislature and State officers. 


Will Be Working Soon, 

All the State officers will have tem- 
porary offices Gpen by Tuesday morn- 
ing, and will be ready to transact busi- 
ness. 

Auditor Gordan said today, after an 
examination of the ruins of his offices, 
that all his file cases were safe, and 
that nothing in the vault had been dam- 
aged. The Treasurer’s office is in the 
same condition. 

All the papers in the vaults of the 
Secretary of State office are undam- 
aged, but it is feared that much dam- 
age has resulted to valuable records 
in the basement rooms, which he was 
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compelled to use because of the Iim- 
ited room in the old capitol. 

The failure of the water supply 
early this morning prevented the 
playing of a stream of water into 
the basement, and the fire continues 
to burn there, though very slowly, 
and it may burn itself out before it 
does much damage to the records, 

Jefferson City has been without water 
supply since 4:30 a. m. today, when a 
main burst near the reserve reservoir, 
completely cutting off the pressure and 
leaving the town dry. 


When the supply was cut off, the 
capitol was still burning and there was 
no way to check the flames. The great- 
er damage had been dor~, however, and 
there was little left for the flames. 

The hotels and all residences are with- 
out water for drinking or sanitary pur- 
poses. It may be late this afternoon 
before the water is again turned on. 

Firemen on Special. 

The capitol, which has stood since 
1838, was a mass of ruins this morning 
after the flames had held full sway since 
7 p. m. Sunday. Efforts of the Jeffer- 
son City volunteer fre department, 
assisted by the Sedalia fire department, 
which arrived on a special train, were 
ineffectual. 

The fire gained great headway before 
it was discovered, and there was little 
water pressure, since the capitol stands 
on a hill almost as high as the top of 
the water tower. This kept the firemen 
from training a stream on the dome at 
a time when the flames might have 
been checked. 

The fire ate its way downward from 
the tip of the dome until] it reached the 
roof of the building proper, and then 
spread, as if in an instant, to both 
wings. It was then realized that the 
building was doomed. 


A line of hose was 
the tower, up a long, 
stairway, but when the water 
was turned on it would not 
run from the nozzle. In the meantime. 
the fire protection hose in the capitol 
was carried into the dome. Water 
would not run from this. It was then 
found that a valve in the basement was 
cut off. When this was turned on, a 
small stream ran from the hose, but it 
was not enough to affect the blaze, 
which, by this time, had enveloped the 
entire cupola. 

As the fire progressed it made a bril- 
liant sight. It could be seen for 2 
miles, up and down the Missouri River, 
and far into Callaway and Boone coun- 
ties, across the river. The flames light- 
ed brilliantly a sky darkened by black 
clouds, but at times illumfhated by 
flashes of lightning from the storm 
which had caused the fire. 

Sedalia Firemen Aid, 

At midnight a company of firemen, 
summoned by Gov. Hadley by tele- 
phone, arrived from Sedalia and joined 
with the local volunteers. They came 
too late. 

In the Treasurer's office the more im- 
pprtant records, including about $5,000,-

FIRE DESTROYS THE 
OLD STATE BUILDING 


Governor and Other Of- 
ficials Seek New Quarters 
in the Old Supreme Court 
Building Some _ Offfices 
Will Be Open Downtown.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 6—The 
House of Representatives convened this 
afternoon in the Jefferson Theater, and 
the Senate in the Cole County Court- 
house. ; | 

The sessions are expected to be short 
and a committee will be appointed to 
determine when the two bodies shal! 
meet and where until a building 
erected to take the place of the capitol 
which was burned last night. - 

At the conference of State officials at 
the Governor’s mansion this morning, a 
decision was reached that the offices of 
Governor, Secretary of State, Auditor 


and Treasurer should be moved into the 
old Supreme Court building in Capital 
Park. Minor offices which have occu- 
pied the building will be moved, several 
into a suite, and several officials will 
seek quarters in office buildings about 
town. 

It is planned te build a vault in the 
old Supreme Court building to keep 
such records as were saved from the 
fire.

vault of the State Treasurer. 


Favors Jefferson City. 

The Governor today announced him- 
self opposed to any movement to take 
the Legislature away from Jefferson 
City. 

‘T am of the opinion that the Legis- 
lature could by a joint and concurrent 
resolution legally agree to meet in some 
other place than Jefferson City,’’ said 
the Governor, “but I do not believe 
such a course is advisable.

1838, was a mass of ruins this morning 
after the flames had held full sway since 
7 p. m. Sunday. Efforts of the Jeffer- 
son City volunteer fre department, 
assisted by the Sedalia fire department, 
which arrived on a special train, were 
ineffectual. 

The fire gained great headway before 
it was discovered, and there was little 
water pressuré, since the capitol stands 
on a hill almost as high as the top of 
the water tower. This kept the firemen 
from training a stream on the dome at 
a time when the flames might have 
been checked. 

The fire ate its way downward from 
the tip of the dome until] it reached the 
roof of the building proper, and then 
spread, as if in an instant, to both 
wings. It was then realized that the 
building was doomed. 


A line of hose was _ carried into 
the tower, up a long, winding 
stairway, but when the water 
was turned on it would not 
run from the nozzle. In the meantime. 
the fire protection hose in the capitol 
was carried into the dome. Water 
would not run from this. It was then 
found that a valve in the basement was 
cut off. When this was turned on, a 
small stream ran from the hose, but it 
was not enough to affect the blaze, 
which, by this time, had enveloped the 
entire cupola. 

As the fire progressed it made a bril- 
liant sight... It could be seen for 2 
miles, up and down the Missouri River, 
and far into Callaway and Boone coun- 
tiles, across the river. The flames light- 
ed brilliantly a sky darkened by black 
clouds, but at times illumfhated by 
flashes of lightning from the storm 
which had caused the fire. 

Sedalia Firemen Aid.

STATE, VISIT WESTMINSTER 


His Majesty Reads Speech, For- 
mally Opening Parliament, 


From the Throne. 


LONDON, Feb. 6.—King George and 
Queen Mary, for thg first time in 
their reign, proceeded in state this 
afternoon from Buckingham Palace 
to Westminster, where His Majesty 
read the speech formally opening Par- 
liament from the throne in the House 
of Lords. During the ceremony the 
Queen was seated at the side of the

Though the day was dark and 
chilly, an immense throng was gath- 
ered in St. James Park and in White 
Hall, where the gorgeous procession 
passed.

Thomas JJ Gamber, 
immigrant, so sick with tuberculosis 
the doctors at the city hos- 
pital are Wondering how he had strength 
enough to escape from there Sunday 
evening. 

By all the rules of medical diagnosis 
Gamber was so ill that he could scarce- 
ly lift a hand and as for walking, that, 
according to the doctors, was utterly 
impossible. He was in such a critical 
condition Sunday that he could not be 
placed in the prisoners’ ward, where the 
Government authorities wished him kept 
until he was strong enough to deport to 
Austria, where he came from recently. 

But Gamber managed to dress in a 
suit of clothing that was smuggled to 
him by a countryman and escaped un- 
seen from the hospital some time in the 
afternoon. 

Gamber came to America nine months 
ago and to St. Louis last December. He 
had been in St. Louis only three days 
when he became ill in his room at 102 
Market street. He was taken to the city 
hospital Dec. 21 and has been there 
ever since. 

The laws of this country refuse ad- 
mittance to immigrants who have tu- 
berculosis, and when it was discevered 
that Gamber had this disease when he 
came from Austria, the Government of- 
ficilals were notified and they intended to 
deport him, He heard of this and told 
his fellow-countrymen of it. 

Sunday morning five of them went 
to the hospital to see him. One of them 
carried a bundle. It is supposed that 
this contained a suit of clothing. When 
the nurses went to check up the patients 
in ward 80 Sunday evening at 5:30 Gam- 
ber was gone.

TATE ARGUES 
70 CLINCH CASE 
OF DR. B.C. DE 


Brief Declares There Is No 
Doubt That He Killed Thomas 
H. Swope. 


ARRAY OF LEGAL TALENT 


Senator Reed One of the Law- 
yers Who Will Help Case of 
the Prosecution. 


Special to the Post Dispatch. 
-JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 6.—Argu- 
ments in the case of Dr. B. Clark Hyde 


of Kansas City, who was convicted of 
the murder of Thomas H. Swope of In- 
dependence and was sentenced to life, 
were begun before Division No. 2 of the 
Supreme Court this morning. The judges 
sitting in that division are Kennish, Fer- 
riss and Brown. 

Frank Walsh of Kansas City, attor- 
ney for Hyde, opened the arguments by 
outlining the circumstances leading up 
to the death of Col. Swope and the in- 
dictment and trial of B. Clark Hyde. 
Senator-elect James A. Reed is a spe- 
cial prosecutor for the State and will 
make an argument. Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Virgil Conkling of Jackson County 
will also make an argument. 

In Charge of Major. 

The case, however, is entirely under 
the charge of Attorney-General Major 
and his assistant, John M. Atkinson. 
There are 478 pages in the brief pre- 
pared by the Attorney-General. This is 
one of the most voluminous criminal rec- 
ords ever filed in the history of the 
State. 

‘‘We submit that the circumstances,’’ 
says the last paragraph of the brief, 
“constitute more than a complete chain; 
they encompass Dr. Hyde like a mesh 
of steel and prove him guilty beyond 
any question of doubt.’’ 

“We claim,” said Assistant Attor- 
ney-General Atkinson in argument 
before the court,” that the State has 
produced a solid array of facts and 
circumstances wholly irreconcilable 
with any theory of the defendant’s in- 
nocence. 

“It proved the purchase of deadly 
poisons on three occasions and that 
two of these purchases were followed 
by death and that the third victim 
was literally snatched from the 
grave by the fortunate arival of Dr. 
Twyman.”’ 

“The State has demenstrated that 
the defendant obtained the deadly 
bacilli; that this bacilli had been 
used and it proved the introduction 
into the arm of Margaret Swope of a 
substance which produced exactly 
the results which would have fo!l- 
lowed the injection of the germs con- 
tained in one of the tubes.” 

Evidence in Case. 

“It proved that the defendant had 
taken the necessary steps to protect 
himself and wife from typhoid in- 
oculation; that the typhoid germ was 
used and that Hyde’s visits to the 
family were followed in each instance 
by the presence of the dread dis- 
ease.” 

The court room was packed to hear 
the arguments and many women 
were present. The wife of Dr. Hyde 
is not here and his lawyers say she 
will not be. Arguments will be made

policemen, bared of head. a eulogy of 
Policeman John M. Burks, who was 
killed by a street car. 

The funeral was held at Burks’ home, 


and s0 large an attendance of police- 
men was present that most of them 
stood in the yard. A patrolman sug- 
gested that one of them comment upon 
the death of their companion. Wright, 
who has some fame in the department 
@s an opator, was chosen. 

His comment. upon the personality of 
Burks, who had won the soubriquet 
“Good-natured,”’ and upon the dangers 
of a policeman’s life, touched his hear- 
érs. Following his eulogy the sugges- 
tion was discussed Monday in the de- 
partment that the Funeral Association 
of the Police Department should adopt a 
burial ritual including similar addresses. 

Stating that no policeman, leaving 
home in the morning, can be certain 
whether he will return alive at night, 
Wright said: 

“Bvery individual wields an influence, 
either good or bad, and is responsible for 
that influence to his Creator. It makes 
no difference what position he holds— 
whether he is President of the United 


Btates or fills the humble position of a 
policeman, the duties of which were so 
honorably performed by Burks. 

“How well he did his work is attested 
here by the presence of so many citt- 
zens from the beat patrolled by him. 
Let us ever keep his memory green and 
emulate his virtues so that we, too, 
may have the sympathy of the citizens 
Wwe serve. 

“In behalf of the Police Depart- 
ment I extend to his sorrowing fam- 
ily your heartfelt sympathy, and, 
brother officers, I ask you to join 
‘Oh God, if 
Thou art still the widow’s husband, 
and the father of the fatherless; if 
in the fullness of Thy goodness there 
ig yet mercy for miserable mortals; 
pity, oh pity, this afflicted wife and 
mother; and grant that her hapless 
orphans may find a friend, a bene- 
factor and father in Thee.’ ”’

CULLOM, ATTACKS 
SENATOR LORIMER 


Ohioan Says Aged Statesman 
Was Fairly Nominated at Pri- 


mary by 50,000 Majority. 





ASSERTS THERE IS PROOF 





Declares Possibly 30 Votes for 
Lorimer, Under Fire, Were 
Dishonestly Influenced. 





By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—A defense of 
Senator Cullom of Illinois formed the 
most striking part of an address in the 
Senate by Senator Burton of Ohio, in 
epposition to the report of the Commit- 
cee on Privileges and Elections by 
which Senator Lorimer of Illinois was 
exonerated from the charge of obtain- 
ing his seat by means of bribery. 

The reference to Senator Cullom, who 
is Lorimer’s colleague, was called out 
by a statement made by Senator Bailey 
of Texas in the Senate during the ex- 
citement incident to the close of Sena- 
tor Root’s arraignment of Lorimer last 
Friday. Speaking of the existence for 
years of a “‘jackpot”’ fund in connection 
with the sessions of the Illinois Legisla- 
ture, Bailey, who supports Lorimer, said 
that the means used to elect Lorimer 
were the same as had been employed in 
the election of Cullom. 

Takes Up Allegations. 

‘The Senator from Texas,’’ no doubt, 
unwittingly, did an injustice to the 
senior Senator from Illinois. Mr. Cul- 
lom was nominated at a primary by 
a majority of 60,000 votes and it would 
be most unjust to him to compare the 
circumstances under which he was 
chosen with the corrupt and dishonest 
methods prevalent in the Legislature in 
1909.’’ 

The Ohio Senator discussed) the allega- 
tions against Senator Lorimer largely on 
legal grounds. He proceeded upon the 
theory that certain facts had been pro- 
ven and then undertook to show, 
through precedents established in the 
United States and Great Britain, that 
the election by the Illinois Legislature 
had been tairted and was invalid. 


“If there was anything for which mon-]| 


ey was paid,’’ he declared, “it was for 
the election of a Senator. The same 
actors in plots to defeat legislation were 
prominent in the senatorial election. 
Without their votes, Mr. Lorimer could 
not have marshalled a majority. Every 
item of evidence goes to show that what- 
ever corruption existed had exerted an 
influence in the senatorial controversy 
more than anything else. 


to show that a sufficient number of 
bribed persons cast their votes for Lori- 
mer to invalidate his election, but also 
that on other grounds than this there 
was not a valid choice. There are strong 
arguments to sustain a presumption 
that not only 7, 8, 9 or 10 were corrupt, 
but that possibly 30 cast their votes 
under the influence of bribery or dis- 
honesty.”’

Session after session a: resolution 
providing for such an amendment has 
passed the House of Representatives, 
but failed to receive consideration in 
the Senate. 

Resolution In Senate. 

“A resolution proposing to the states 
an amendment for the direct election of 
senators is now pending before the Sen- 
ate. For the first time in history a 
record vote for or against this measure 
will be had in the Senate in a few days. 
“An amendment to the Constitution 
requires a two-thirds vote of all the 
senators. Sixty-two members must vote 
affirmatively for the resolution in order 
that it may be referred to the states 
for approval. Passage through the 
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House of Répresentatives is assured, for 
that bddy has repeatedly indorsed this 
reform. 

“The resolution needs every vote that 
can be mustered for its passage. 

Important Reform. 

“The direct election of United States 
senators is one of the most important 
reforms before the American people. Its 
friends throughout the country should 
urge their senators to support it.

‘citizen interested in this reform is im-

United States Commissioner Morsey, be- 
fore whom the case was first tried, held 
that Tilles should be sent to Washing- 
ton. An appeal was taken to the United 
States District ‘Court and after hearirfg 
the evidence Judge Dyer sustained the 
Commissioner’s decision. 

Tilles was given an opportunity to 
furnish a bond, but refused and was 
taken in charge by the United States 
Marshal. A writ of habeas corpus was 
applied for and granted and the Mar- 
shal was called’ upon to show cause 
why Tilles should be sent to Washing- 
ton.

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DOG OWNERS’ RIGHTS. 
There being constant friction between citizens 
and dog catchers because of the prevailing ignor- 
ance of the laws regarding dogs and the rights 
of. dog owners, a little light on the subject may be 
useful. 

All uncollared dogs, says the city ordinance, 
may be seized by the dog catchers. The collar} A 
must have hanging thereto the brass tag stamped 
by the license office, showing the license fee is 
paid. 

But not even an uncollared, unlicensed dog 
may be lawfully seized by the dog catchers, much 
less snatched out of the arms of the dog’s owner 
or protector, as is frequently done. A child com- 
plained of this brutality recently, the dog being 
her pet. An illiterate person comes forward to 
champion the dog catcher, and writes to the 
Post-Dispatch: “This dog catcher done his duty. 
I was there. The harder she held to the dog, the 
harder he had to pull to get it away.”

The Laclede Gas Light Co., in its 
first printed annual report ever made 
to its stockholders, announced Monday 
that it is building a new 8000-killowatt 
Capacity electric light plant. Since the 
company’s plant was destroyed by fire 
in 1907 it has been buying its current 
from Union Electric. The report says 
the electric department of the cem- 
pany can be operated much cheaper by 
generating its own electricity. 

The new plant will have about one- 
fifth of the capacity of the Union Elec- 
tric plants at Ashley street. It will en- 
able the company to compete with Union 
Electric in the distribution of current 
to St. Louis consumers. 

The report shows that the company 
increased its gas sales 10.5 per cent in 
19099 and added 7411 new consumers to, 
its lists. The company laid 158.94 miles 
of main during the year and 3370 gas 
services. 

Nearly 19 Miles of Mains Laid. 

It was also announced that the price 
of illuminating gas would be reduced to 
8) cents April 1. The present price of 
illuminating gas is $1 net. 

The financial statement of the com- 
pany shows its gross earnings for the 
year to be $4,501,123.69, an increase of 
8.7 per cent over last year. Its net in- 
come was $2,192,260.81, an increase of 17.5 
per cent over the preceding year. Its 
net earnings were $1,975,027.29, an in- 
crease of 13 per cent. The company had 
a surplus on hand of $061,600.78, an in- 
crease of 39 per cent. 

The published report was issued -n 
pursuance of a polic yto take the pub- 
lic into the confidence of the company.

The Uncle Tom show went to Belle- 
ville for a Sunday night performance at 
the Lyric Theater. To arouse interest 
it was planned to have a street page- 
ant. 

When the ministers heard about it 
they delegated the Rev. A. D. Lindsay 
of the First Methodist Church to pro- 
test to the Mayor on the ground that 
a Sunday parade would be a desecration 
of the Sabbath. Mayor Kern agreed 
with the ministers and forbade the 
free show. 

Many years ago a Belleville Mayor 
named West attempted to stop the Sunf- 
day parade of a German society and 
there was a riot.

for a wedding.: The poet, preoccu- 
pied with rhymes, suspected nothing. 

Several weeks ago the Tudor home,

roism in attempting to save books and 
furniture from the flames that she was 
overcome by smoke: in the cottage and 
was rescued by neighbors.

Took Locket and Chain. 

“Tt is no more right for my son to es- 
cape justice than any other man’s,”’ De- 
brock said.
